fn response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness 
can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Eldering in combination with Dedrick, Kings Dominion, Shear and PointCast disclose the claims by the 
applicant. 

Templates have been in use by business to create material for mass production (boiler plates in word processing, label template to 
generate labels etc.). In addition software packages like Powerpoint provide templates for generating material for presentations, 
advertisements etc. Also, templates have been available for generating documents like resume. 



In response to applicant's argument that Eldering in view of Dedriek does not disclose "collecting user data from users of a plurality of 
websites" and "separately storing the collected user data for each website". Eldering discloses that the consumer ID 512 can be any 
identification value uniquely associated with consumer 100. In a preferred embodiment consumer ID 512 is a telephone number, while in 
an alternate embodiment consumer ID 512 is a credit card number. Other unique identifiers include consumer name with middle initial or a 
unique alphanumeric sequence, the consumer address, social security number [col. 8, line 13 - 20]. In addition, Dedriek discloses that the 
consumer variables refer to information such as marital status, color preferences, favorite sizes and shapes, preferred learning modes, 
employer, job title, mailing address, phone number, personal and business areas of interest, the willingness to participate in a survey, 
along with various lifestyle information [col. 3, line 42 - 47]. It would have been obvious to a person with ordinary skill in the art that the 
address alone can be used to identify where the consumer is from. Mail address identifies the customers location in this world whereas in 
the world wide web, web address are used to identify customer in the internet world. It is a business choice to maintain separate data for 
each location (website), or, store all collected data in one location. If the business is decides to store data in a database, Query language 
can be used to extract data for a specific location. 



In response to applicant's argument that Eldering's point of purchases are not the same as the products. Eldering discloses product 
characteristics [Fig. 7]. 



In response to applicant's argument that Broad conclusory statements standing; alone are not evidence. Examiner wants to draw 
applicant's attention that data outsourcing has been in practice at the time of invention. For example, government agencies have 
outsourced data collection. A business may bid for plurality of outsourcing data collection, and, may be required to collect and store data 
for different contracts separately to maintain data security. 



In response to applicant's invention that Eldering cannot disclose a publisher interface that includes one or more features. Dedrick 
discloses client interface [Fig 2]. Therefore, it is known at the time of invention to a person with ordinary skill in the art to provide an 
interface to the system to enable the user to access and use the system. It is a design choice to decide what the interface may look like, 
and what information to provide to the user. 
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
